A drawback of 6 per cent will be allowed 
an the Exportation from Java and Madnra 
of all Articles having previouly paid Import 
duty, provided the said Articles have not 
changed Owners.— Goods transhipped in the 
Roads without changing Owners, are not 
liable to daty.

The most extraordinary eventthat has ac. 
cerred in India, during the last few months, is 
the seizure of the Honorable Company’s ship 
Ernand, by Commodore O’Brien, of Mis Ma. 





That one night during the voyage, the Sur. 


geon of the Ship ‘while in cunversatiun with 


one of the female passeugers ou the quarter 
deek——either uttered some expression—or 
placed himself in some attitude, which induc- 
ed the Plaintitf, chen the Olicer of the deck, 
to make some observation which the Surgeon 
deemed intcusive or obensive ; and who there. 
fore replicd that the Plaintiff would do well 
to attend do his duty—that this remark hav. 
ing irritated the Plaiutiff, he used several 
threatening and coarse expressions to the Sur. 
geon.—fhatthe Surgeon in consequence of 
this threatening languuge, complained to the 
‘Captain, who came upou deck, and without 
euquiriig into the complaint, pushed or 
struck the Plaintid with some degree of vio- 
lence=—and afterwards seized a Cutlass from 
the arms.near the Capstan, and steuck the 
Piaiutiff. That the Plain was theu order. 
ed forwands, aud afterwards te be put in 
icons. 1tudid not appear in evidence, at what 
time this esder was enforced; but the Plaine 
tiff was seenin icons, the following forenoon, 
by the witness who proved his case. Mr. 
Ferguson addressed the Courtin a very able 
mander, in titigation of datages; and called 
the Surgeon, whe proved the circumstances 
which produced the quarrel between him and 
the:Plaintiff —and (hat he the Surgeon had 
complained tu the Captain, “*that the Plain.

Ernaad is a ship built expressly for Govern. 
ment, and-intended for the conveyance-of tim. 
ber. She was not:registered according to 
common usage, and -had no papers but a letter 
of instructiuns from the Commandant of ‘the 
Honorable Company's Marine, to Lieut, 
Hardy, the officer in charge. The Act for 
the Registry of all ‘ships under British 
‘Colours, trading in the' East Kirdies, was pas- 
sed fa. June 1815, from which date it has full 
operation. ‘Our peaders are referred for some 
farther remarks on this subject, and another 
of equal interest, to the following letter 
‘received by.onc-of the principal Commercial 
Houses. 

Extract of a:Letter,dited ‘Bombay, Jan 2. 

€ ‘Fhe.Nuilümany, Captain Suxpich, arrived 
off this.Port,'froum China, on:the 28th ultimo, 
when «she ‘was ‘boarded by Commodore 
O'Brien, in -H. M. Ship Cornmallis, aud 
détained by-him upwards of 36 ‘hours, he nut 
being satisfed with the liceuse granted by the 
‘Supra.Cargoes in China, permitting that Ship 
to receive on board Vea; after that period 
however, he was satisfied of its suficiency aid 
gaverher up. Not so however with the Com. 
pany’s Ship Ernaad, which he also detaincd, 
and sent him in, but from a differeut cause, 
namely, her never having beun vegistered, and 
her not being enablod te produce to him 
any other document than the sailing in. 
Structions from the Superintendent of the 
Marine here, to the Commander.

Not less than fifleen thousand persons 
were on Saturday assembled at Caomble 
Warren. The attraction was the battle 
betweerr Eales and Scroggins which has 
excited more anxiety than any within the 
recollection of the reporter. The ring 
was formed (24 feet) at twelve, and at 
ene (he pugilists entered, both in full 
confidence. Betting II to 8 on Seroggins, 
with more takers than betters, which 
reduced it on an average to 5 to 4. 


Round 1. Theattitudes of the men were 
fine, and the utmost silence pervaded the 
ring. Sparring at double length, when Scrog- 
gins made play with his right hand, and Eales 
received slightly, but he returned a sort of 
counter with the left hand which staggered 
Scroggins without his going dawn. In return. 
ing to action Eales hit short and Scroggina 
Fcturned upon him, and in a close Ealeg went 
down. 2 to l on Scroggius. 

2. Scroggins appeared very gay, and a 
scvere ruffing round followed, when several 
blows were exchanged. A sert of wrestling 
took place, and Wales was thrown. 

3. Scroggins weat in covering his head, and 
had thebest of fighting. Aftera courageous 
round Eales was thrown agaia,and manifested 
weakness, 

4. Kales badiy judged his distance, and 
hit his left and right hand away. Scroggius 
turned to quickly, and was met bya severe 
blow on the temple, but he had the best af 
the round, and Kales was again thrown. 

5. Much gallantry was, shewn, and both 
men were reduced to distress. Scroggiuns 
bored upon his adversary without doing any 
execution. In a close, had ‘Thorpe (the 
gellant Life Guardsman deceased) been 
present, he would have been competent to 
to have decided on the wrestling match which 
took place, with occasionat hitting. Eales 
was at length thrown a heavy fall. 

6. Ealcs shewed some fine fighting, and 
scemed to have recovered what is termed 
second wind. [fe planted many blows, he 
was knocked down by a blow on the neck. 
It was not a clean hit down, but as much 
betting depends upon it, it was considered a 
knock down by the umpires. The man was 
four or Áve seconds on his legs after receiving 
the hit, although he ultimately fell from the 
effects of it. Scroggins also shewed blood 
from the lijp. to 4 on Seroggings. k 

7. Kales made sonie good stups, and was 
thrown in a close. 

8. Much determined fighting to the ad. 
vantage of Eales, whe shewed himself best 
in. Scroggins went down in a elose, distres. 
sed in wind. Even betting. 

9. Scraggins retreated to recover his wind, 
and Kales briskly followed him at full Gght, 
hut he grissed his hits and both went down 
iv a close. 


10. Eales had the advantage in fighting, 
and both went down again in a close. Eates 
attempted to throw, by placing’ his left leg 
under the right of his adversary, but he was 
overblanced by streugth and he fell under. 


11. Kates appeared to’ be wiuning, and 
Scroggins went down distressed, with a mere 
thrust. 6 to 4 ou Eales. 


12. Scroggins received a flush left.handed 
hit on the mouth, and the best round in the 
fight follawed. It was gallantly coatested, 
und Screggins again went down... 





13. Scroggins, much abroad, threw away so many weeks are there in a year; wlicn 


his hits at random, hand over head without 
system or fence, but the Áght was so far out 
of both, that Eales had no power to avail 
himself of it. Both went down in great-dis. 
tress. 

14. Eales made a stop at the body, but was 
thrown a heavy fall. 

15. Scroggius, quite abroad, received a 
body hit, but threw his man again. 

16. A smart round, in which Eales out. 
fought his adversary, In a fall, Eales, who 
threw, had the worst of it. 

17. Scroggins hit his adversary on the car 
over his guard, and threw him. 2 to 1 on 
Scroggins. 

18. Ealcs sick on his second’s knee, brought 
the odds to any height. Seroggins run ia 
covering his head, and bored his adversary 
down against one of the stakes, which met 
the back of his head. 

19. Eales was bored down again, and the 
fight was over, although he made some 
desperate unsuccesful effocts in the 21st rouud, 
but in the 23d he went down exhausted, and 
could not appear again to time. The battle 
lasted 37 minutes. 


REMARKS. 

The ring was disappointed fram the 
qualifications of both men being mucn 
over-rated in speculation, Each had 
many chances of winning, which were 
misse. Iustead of Eales meeting his 
adversary at getting in, he wasalwas out 
at Judging his distauce, by which the 
herculcan strength of Scroggins gave him 
the advantage in throwing, and from 
which alone ales was hurt. The greater 
part of the combat causisted in wrestling, 
Eales had the best of the in-tighting, at 
which Scroggins had shewed himself so 
good before, but missed mostof his hits 
at distance. The weights of the men 
were, Eales Ilst. and lb, and Scroggins 
lOst IOlb. Eales stood much over his 
adversary, and Scroggins played some 
artful schemes at getting in. Both are 
unequal to men of their weight in former 
times, Scroggins, however, is a very 
troublesome customer ta get rid of, and 
he would have bad an opportunity of 
doing more with a man auy thing like 
him in stature. By some it was supposed 
Eales lost the battle by the hurt he re- 
ceived against the stake; had not that 
event oecurred, his physical powers were 
not adequate to beat his adversary ia that 
stage ef the battle.
